THE BuLuerin has received a copy of the 
prospectus of the Edmonton Pork Packing 
and trading company, limited. This is a 
proposition to enlarge the pork packing 
business carried on last winter by Messrs 
W.S. Edmiston and T. A. Stephen under 
the name of the Edmonton Pork Packing 
Company, so largely to the benefit of the 
farmers and the district. The capital of the 
new company is fixed at $50,000 of which 
$4,000 is tobe taken by Messrs. Edmiston 
and Stephen in fully paid up shares, as part 
payment for their present interests. Their 
total interestsare valued at $11,256, which 
are to be taken over at $11,000 ($4,000 being 
in shares) by the new company. The com- 
pany proposes to do s general ‘slaughtering, 
curing and cold storage business, dealing 
wholesale and retail in dressed meats, fish 
game, wool, hides, skins, tallow, dairy and 
farm produce, eggs and fruit, also acting as 
commission agents and warehouse men. 
Also to manufacture cyanide of potassium, 
soap, glue, size, etc., trom the products of 
the business. There is no doubt that the 
formation of a company such as this with 
ample capital would be one of the best 
things for the advancement of this district. 
The lines which this company proposes to 
handle are the ones that the district must 
finally make its money out of and their 
proposition is the way in which they can be 
handled mosi profitably. If properely 
handled it is a good thing and the business 
and moneyed men of Edmonton cannot de 
better for themselves than to push it 
along. ;

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EDMONTON OR SPOKANE? 

The report on Kootenay trade by 
Iraac Cowie, secretary of the Edmen- 
ton board of trade, which has appeared 
in recent issues of ths BuiisTiy, has 
been published as an eight page pamph- 
let. from the Butierin press. The in- 
formation contained in regard to the 
produce trade of the Kootenay is more 
complete than can be procured from 
any other source, and is of the greatest 
value not only to persons doing and de- 
siring to do business there, but also to 
the general Canadian public who are 
interested in the joint decelopment of 
the mining region west and the grazing 
and farming region east of the Rockies, 
It is along the Rocky Mountains that 
Canada, which in its Fastern provinces 
is a mere strip of valuable country along 
the United States border, deepens to 
the northward to a distance at least 
five hundred miles from the »>ndary. 
It is in this western part, by reason of 
ivs extent,and not less by the exception- 
al possibilities existing throughout 
that extent, that Canada really looms 
along side the United States as almost 
at: equal in extent and as far more than 
ar. equal in value of resources. Winni- 
peg has long been looked upon as the 
centre of gravity of the Dominion. In 
view of present developments it would 
appear that even Winnipeg is toe far 
east to be so considered. Anything 
that tends to develop the vast deposits 
of the precious metals in British 
Columbia should be for the benefit of 
the Dominion, and Mr. Cowie’s report 
is for the purpose of showing how 
the development of the mines of 
British Columbia could and should aid 
the development of the farms of Al- 
berita. The difficulties in the way are 
pointed out, and the means whereby 
those difficulties can be overcome. 

At present the agricultural regions of 
the States of Washington, Oregon and 
Idaho tributary to the city of Spokane 
receive the chief benefit of the develop- 
ment of Kootenay, which is only the 
outlying section of British Columbia's 
mineral wealth. Northern Alberta is 
that part of the Dominion most favor- 
ably situated and conditioned to do that 
trade. This is a plain fact that should be 
recognized by all those who are charg- 
ed with the care of the interests of the 
country. There isless to be overcome 
as between Edmonton and Kootenay 
than between any other agricultural 
part of Canada and Kootenay. Un- 
fortunately there is at present too much 
to be overcome between even ]dmon- 
ton and Kootenay to allow of success- 
ful competition with Spokane. It 
would be possible to put Edmonton in 
the matter of freight rates and shipping 
facilities in a position to compete wit! 
Spokane. It would not at present be 
possible—or as possible—to do the same 
for more easterly sections of Canada. 
It would appear almost that’ Canadian 
jealously of Canadians is so great as to 
allow the foreigner to get the advantage 
of both rather than that one should be 
allowed an advantage over the other. 
In other words because the distance 
from Eastern Canada and Manitoba to 
Kootenay is so great that high freights 
must prevail, the rates from Edmouton 
to Kootenay, between which points the 
the distance is not nearly so great, must 
be kept disproportionately high accord- 
ing to the distance, so that Edmonton 
shall have no material advantage over 
Winnipeg ; and in the face of these high 
rates from all Canadian points Spokane, 
which is more favorably situated, does 
the business. Itis a plain case that a 
50 cent rate from Edmonton cannot 
compete with a 25 cent rate from 
Spokane on heavy farm products even 
with the duty in our favor; for the 
higher rate from Edmonton, almost, cr 
altogether, or more than, balances the 
protective duty. What is wanted is 
that the C. P. R. shall look at the mat- 
ter in this way: “There is a certain

‘most favorably situated point for sup- 
plying that produce. Wedo not haul 
and therefore do not make anything 
out of the produce that comes from 
Spokaue, and the money paid for that 
produce goes to build up business in 
another country whith gives us no 
recurh, Northern Alberta is as cap- 
able of supplying the produce required 
by Kootenay as Spokane. Every 
pound heuled from Northern Alberta 
pays toll tous. Every dollar paid for 
produce handled from Northern Al- 
berta helps to build up business and 
trafiic along our lines and helps to make 
valuable the lands which we 
have for sale there. Therefore it is 
a matter of business with us to grant 
such rates to northern Alberta that 
every pound of preduce consumed in 
Kootenay that can be suppiied by that 
region, shall be supplied by it.” We 
do not ask that the railway shall depart 
from its traditional custom where it 
has the menopoly, of charging all that 
the traffic will bear. Our sole petition 
is that they do not charge mors than 
it will bear, as they are doing now as 
regards every point in the Kootenay 
except Sandon. In speaking of Ed- 
monton and of Northern Alberta wa 
do not ask for special advantages in 
rates over other parts of Canada. All 
that we ask is that we who are more 
favorably situated to dv this trade 
shall not be mdde to suffer—es we now 
suffer in rates— because of the?r unfavor- 
able situation. On grounds of strict 
equity we are entitled to a ratz per mile 
proportioned to that grante Eastern 
Canada to Kootenay (we do not get it 
because we have no competition) 
And on_ grounds 
reasonable railway, policy we are cntitl- 
ed to such a rate as will enable us to 
compete with our rivals in «nother 
country, as we cannot now compete in 
heavy products. The more so because 
the Kootenay is our only considerable 


outlet for such products. 
————————E——— 


CROW’S NEST PASS RAILWAY. 
The Lethbridge board of trade passed 


the following resolution regarding the 
Crow’s Nest Pass railway, which places 
in concise form a number of the reasons 
why the road should be controlled by 
the government : 

Whereas the projected railway 
through the Crow’s Nest Pass will be a 
most important factor in developing the 
mineral resources of British Columbia 
on one side of the Rocky Mountains 
and the agricultural and rauching in- 
dustries of the Northwest Territories 
on the other side ; 

And that this pass, being the only 
one south of of that occupied by the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, is the only 
means of obtaining access to the im- 
mense mineral wealth on the Canadian 
side of the International Boundary; 

That the preliminary construction 
work already commenced in this pass, 
and the method in which grading has 
been done, lead very strongly to the 
conclusion that through certain portions 
of it the construction of more than one 
line of railway is impracticable ; 

That nowhere on this continent can 
an imstance be found of any railway 
vmpany controlling mere than one 
pass through the Rocky Mceuntains, 
and the Canadian Pacific Rail way Com- 
pany already controls the only other 
avenue through them lying within 350 
miles of the International Boundary, 
and if this railway is constructed in the 
near future by a private corperation, 
even should such corporation not be the 
Conadian Pacific Railway Company, 
there is grave reason to fear that that 
company will control the railway ; 

That in view of the almost fabulous 
resources Of the Kootenay districts 
we feel it would be unwise from a 
national standpoint, for the government 
to part with the control of the only 
natural channel of transportation to 
these regions, by vesting it in any 
private corporation, or to suffer any- 
thing to be done that may prevent the 
possibility of future railway com- 
petition ; 

Therefcre, be it resolved, that in the 
opinion cf this board it would be for 
the best interests not only of the Ter- 
ritories and British Columbia, but the 
Dominion at large, that the projected 
railway through the Crow’s Nest Pass 
should be constructed and operated by 
the government of Canada; or in the 
alternative, if the former course should 
be deemed impracticable ur impolitic, 
and the construction of the railway be 
left to a private company, that the right 
to have running powers over that 
portion of the railway through or at

shall be preserved for any railway or 
railways hereafter desiring it, to Fi 
exercised upon such terms as the rail- 
way committee of the privy council 
may deem proper.

CARIBOO TRADE. 


The British Columbia Mining Re- 
cord of November says: “From Ash- 
croft on the C. P. R. the point of de 
parture for all peints in Cariboo and 
Lilloet, to Barkerville, 285 miles, more 
than 80 horse teams, ef from six te 
12 horses cach, are freighting, and in- 
stead of shipping for the year from 
150,000 to 300,000 pound: of freight 
per week it will largely increase next 
year. The Omienica and Feace River 
countries, which are best reached by the 
Cariboo road, will attract much atten- 
tion next year, as there is a large and 
practically unexplored sectior of coun- 
fry- that is known to be rich in gold 
and silver. The farming lands of Cari 
boo and Lilloet districts, where they 
can be irrigated and in many places 
without irrigation, are very productive 
and the demand ‘for hay and grain, 
created by the immense freighting bus- 
iness, has made ranching profitable.” 
The above extract shows how import- 
ant it is that we should ascertain with- 
out delay the possibility of our supply- 
ing a share of the hay and grain re- 
quired. It also adds weight to cur re- 
quest far the construction of a wagon 
road to Peace River.

TRADE REPORT. 


The following reports regarding the 
possibility of trade with the Kootenay 
have been presented to the board of 
trade. The ‘lea was that persons hav- 
ing expert knowlege of the different 
lines of produce trade would siate how 
the present rates affected them and 
what was needed to improve their 
position, Mr. Gallagher is well known 
as a heavy dealer in dressed meats and 
hog products, and Mr. Ross grows and 
deals in vegetables and also handled a 
part of the Edmonton Pork Packing 
Company’s business last winter : 

To the Edmonton Board of Trade. 

I beg to report as follows: On ac- 
count of the high freight rates I have 
been compelled to stop trying to do any 
business in the mining district of the 
mountains. I have been charged $2.25 
per 100 pounds to New Denver. Jf 
we could get a rate of about $1.00 per 
hundred we could compete with other 
places and I am sure do lots of business. 
1 have shipped severa! thousand pounds 
of bacon and hams and receive enquiries 
neatly every mail. But as it is at pre- 
sent itis no use. It pays me better to 
sell my hams for the same price as long 
cleat bacon and ship them north. 

C. GALLAGHER. 
To the Edmonton Board of Trade. 


The granting of excursion rates by 
the C. P. R. to members of the board 
of trade and others, from this place, a 
free pass to their delegate, and a reduc- 
tion in car load rates on produce to 
points in the Kootenay country has 
been the means of opening up quite a 
trade to those points from here, within 
the last few weeks, frcm which our 
district and the C. P. R. have been 
mutually benefitted. 

As yet these shipments are purely 
experimental, and although the ship- 
pers paid to the preducers as low a 
price asin all conscience the farmers 
could take, yet it is very doubtful if 
after paying expenses and freight there 
will be any left for the shipper for his 
pert of the trouble 

This conclusion is arrived at dy a care 
ful study of the very full report laid 
before the board by the delegate and 
secretary, Mr. Cowie. 

Now in considering this question we 
must bear in mind that if the shipper 
does not make enoagh to pay him for 
his trouble and ovtlay of capital, he 
will take a back seat and devote him- 
self to somtiing in which he will have 
a better opportunity of making money. 
The lucky farmer has sold his products 
to this shippsi: at barely living prices— 
sold them at less than he expected to 
receive for them. He was glad he got 
a market if it was a poor one; but how 
about the un.ucky farmer. Some of 
his crop was late, and frozen, or hailed 
cut or affected by drouth. if the lucky 
farmer sold at only living prices, this 
unlucky fellow with only half a crop 
must have only half a living, and a 
man can’t raise much of a family on 
that. Now wherein can we be mutual- 
ly benefitted—the producer, the ship- 
per and the ©. P. R. The producer 
must realize sufficient from his produce 
to pay for his labor and investment, 
that is all he requires. The shipper 
occupies the same stand ; but to the C. 
P. R. ‘we must look for relief. That 
company must give earnest considera- 
tion to our report, and consider if they 
can afford to ignore our petition for the 
only solution of the question now be- 
fore us. First, on the grounds of giving 
encouragement to the settlers here, 
thereby e:.hancing the value of their 
lands alloted in this vicinity, and bring- 
ing in other setilers; and second by 
increasing traffic from Edmonton. This 
latter is only to be done by lowering 
freight rates generally, and something 
partichilarly, which information the 
board zan specify. 

Although quite a reduction has been 
given in car load lot rates by the C. 
P. R. yet there has been no special 
rates made for less than car load lots. 
Now, as a fact there are orders placed 
for 500, 1,000 or more pounds per 
week in their season, of cured meats 
aud fresh vegetables io different firms 
from difierent parties, and unles we can 
get suitable rates for these quantities, 
our patrons will go across the lire, from 
whence the freight rates are lower and 
the producers can live ‘at much less 
sais 


The exploiting of cold storage in 
connection with other schemes in Ed- 
monton deserves special mention and 
special terms anc consideration at the 
hands of the C. P. R. If the efforts of 
the company are successful it will re 
sult in great benefits to the producers 
of this district and also to the traffic re- 
ceipts of the C. P. R.

season. Careful observation showed that 
the whitefish did not begin to spawn until 
Nov. 18th. The alteration of the regula- 
tions permitted fishing until the 15th, in- 
stead of stopping it atthe 10th, as last year. 
Last season this would have enabled the 
people to have caught plenty of jack fish 
when they swarmed along the shores, but 
this season there were do jack fish. The 
close season was enforced until Oct. 28t 

and thenas the people had no supply of 
food on hand forthe winter, in aceordance 
with what was done by Inspector Gilchrist 
in 1894, they were allowed to fish. For 
three or four nights they made an immense 
eatch, about half the fish which were caught 
having already spawned. Spawning ceased 
and the whitetish disappeared into deep 
water on Nov. 2nd. Jack fisk and tullibee 
then appeared in large numbers, buat the 
ice was beginning to form on the lake and 
it was impossible to fish. Had it not been 
for the catch made after the 28th, about 
thirty out of the forty-five half-breed 


families at the lake would be absolutely 


without provisions for the winter. As it is 
they will be very hard up as there are no 
rabbits this season. Jack fish can be caught 
through the ice,once it forms, until real cold 
weather in December. Then none are 
caught until the weather moderates in 
February. The whitefish are not caught 
in the winteras the locality "where they 
remain in the winter has not yet been dis- 
covered. Mr. Young thinks it would pay 
the government in its efforts to protect the 
fish during the spawning season to spend 
some money to fiad out where winter fishing 
can be done in Lacla Biche. ]fthepeoplecould 
catch the fish in winter they could do with- 
out catching during the spawning season. 
But their living now depends on their catch- 
ing during the spawning season. The fall 
was very fine until snow came. Winter set 
in aszsuddenly and unexpectedly as at “Ed- 
monton. When Mr. Young left on the 9th 
there was about four inches of snow, which 
became deeper as he came south. The 
deepest snow was between Vermillion and 
Deep Creeks ou the Victoria trail. There 
it was about. three feet in depth.

THE SCHOOL SETTLEMENT. 


An Ottawa dispatch of Nov. 13th, to the 
Free Press, has the followingasto the settle- 
ment of the school gestion: Attorney-Gen- 
eral Sifton, of Maniteba, wili be here on 
Monday evening next and will likely be 
sworn in as minister of the interior on 'Tues- 
day: The terms of the Manitoba school 
settlement may not be oflicially announced 
until Mr. Sifton arrives here. The terms as 
they were decided upon some time ago were 
published in this correspondence. Since 
that time there have becp. no GBanges except 
in regard to details. e basis is exactly 
the same to-day asthen. The half hour for 
religious exercises after 3.30 stands and all 
denominations wil! have equal chances to 
impart religious instructio The bi-lin- 
gaal system will be in torce * those French 
districts where children cannot speak Eng- 
lish. Uniform inspection, properly certi- 
ficated teachers and provincial control of 
all schools are provided for. A Catholic 
teacher must be engaged where the average 
attendance of Catholic children is twenty- 
five. An average attendance of twenty-five 
means an enrolment of about forty more. 
Mr. Sifton will run for Brandon as minister 
of the interior and opposition to him would 
be of little use.

TARTE’S VIEWS ON SCHOOLS 


A Montreal dispatch of Nov. 13th, gives 
the foilowing: Minister Tarte has written 
a letter to Le Cultivateur in which he 
states, thet with profouad sorrow he saw 
the French community of Manitoba is losing 
strength every day. There are fifty-one 
Catholic schools, he points out, now closed, 
and the number of separate schools is 
thirty, almost equal to that of the schools 
which operate under the public school act. 
Of these thirty, it is no exaggeration to say 
that half are in a grave state of inferiority. 
In other words more than half the young 
Catholic generation at this moment are de- 
prived of education. The English popula- 
tion have magnificent schools and a complete 
system of education and their children 
consequently are well fitted for the battle 
of life. He was confident in the near future 
the Catholic and French population would 
walk side by side with the other nationali- 
ties in the path of instruction and intellec- 
tual progress, and'thatthe fifty school houses 
clesed to-day would receive under their 
roofs hundreds of children who now stagnate 
in ignorancs. No doubt persons Mr. Tarte 
says, like Bernier and Lariviere, would find 
fault with every solution of the school diffi- 
culty. They are, above ail, the authors of 
the evils which have befallen the Catholics 
in Manitoba. No doubt Mr. Greenway and 
his colleagues would be the object of violent 
attacks on the part of certain extremists; so 
also those of us who took part in the present 
negotiations would be denounced by extrem- 
ists and their class. It was the good citizen 
who wanted peaee and harmony, and it is on 
him we rely for ratification in signing the 
treaty of peace, reached at Winnipeg. 
After the negotiations to which each 
brought good wishes, a new state of things 
will assure the Catholics their suare of 
public taxes, religious teaching, French 
teaching, anci education equal to that which 
other nationalities receive. Is not that 
result fitted to make upright and patriotic 
hearts rejoice,
